3. JUSTIFICATION FOR ABOVE FOLLOWS: 

A. THE PHILIPPINE MARKET FOR COMPUTERS AND PERIPHERAL 
EQUIPMENT WAS VALUED AT $13.5 MILLION IN 1976, A 

55 PER CENT INCREASE OVER THE 1975 VALUE OF $8.7 MILLION. 

IN 1977 THE MARKET WAS $18.5, AN INCREASE OF 27 PERCENT. 

WE FEEL THAT BY 1980, CONSUMPTION WILL HAVE REACHED $40 
MILLION. 

B. THE TOTAL IMPORT MARKET FOR TELECOMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT 
INTO THE PHILIPPINES WAS $23.8 MILLION IN 1976 AND THE 

UNITED STATES HAD $13 MILLION OR ABOUT 55 PERCENT OF IT. IN 
1977, IMPORT OF THIS EQUIPMENT WAS ESTIMATED TO REACH 
$28.5 MILLION WITH THE U.S. HAVING 40 PERCENT. THE 
PHILIPPINES IS INVOLVED IN A GIGANTIC AND COMPREHENSIVE 
PLAN TO BRING TELEPHONE AND TELEVISION SERVICES TO THE 
ENTIRE NATION. ACCORDINGLY, INCREASES IN TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
IMPORTS ARE EXPECTED TO CONTINUE AND THE POST RELIEVES THAT 
IT SHOULD WORK TO PROTECT AND ENHANCE THE U.S. SHARE OF THAT 
MARKET. EXCELLENT MARKET OPPORTUNITIES EXIST FOR THE 
FOLLOWING:

ELECTRONICALLY OPERATED TELEPRINTERS. 
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C. ENERGY SYSTEMS AND INDUSTRIAL POWER EQUIPMENT SHULD 
REMAIN A PRODUCT CATEGORY WITH A HIGH ANB W ACCELERATIN G 
LEVEL OF IMPORTS FOR SOME TIME TO COME. THE PHILIPPINES 
PRESENTLY IMPORTS OVER $40 MILLION IN INDUSTRIAL POWER 
EQUIPMENT AND ENERGY SYSTEMS PER YEAR AND THE U.S. SHARE 

IS ABOUT 35 PERCENT. SINCE THE INDUSTRIES WHERE THE EQUIPMENT 
IS MAINLY USED, NAMELY, POWER UTILITIES, MINES, SUGAR 
MILLS, PULP MILLS, AND PRODUCERS OF WOOD PRODUCTS, ALL 
HAVE HIGH PRIORITY IN THE ECNOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
COUNTRY, THE POST FEELS THAT IT SHOULD GIVE RENEWED 
ATTENTION TO THE CATEGORY IN 1980. 

D. IN THIS DEVELOPING COUNTRY WHERE THERE ARE TREMENDOUS 
LONG TERM NEEDS FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF PORTS AND HARBOURS, 
SHIPPING, POWER, IRRIGATION, ROADS, AND ELECTRICAL AND

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E. THE BUSINESS CENTER HAS ESTABLISHED A REPUTATION FOR 
OFFERING EXHIBITION, COMMERCIAL INFORMATION, AND OTHER 
TRADE PROMOTION FACILITIES AND HAS BEEN SUCCESSFUL IN 
THESE ROLES. ACCORDINGLY, THE POST HOPES TO CONTINUE 

TO HAVE THE OPERATION OF THE CENTER AS ONE OF ITS CAMPAIGNS. 

F. EMBASSY'S ATTEMPTS TO SOLVE OUTSTANDING TRADE PROBLEMS, 
TO IMRPOVE THE INVESTMENT CLIMATE, TO INVOLVED ITSELF WITH 
THE U.S. BUSINESS COMMUNITY, AND TO SUPPORT THE FOREIGN 
BUYERS PROGRAM HAVE THE SAME OBVIOUS RATIONALE AS GIVEN
